The only case of interest at the Police 
Court to-day was oue in which Kum Awing, 
an opium dealer, was charged wilh selling 
prepared opium without a license from the 
Opium Farmer, Mr Sharp appeared to 
prosecute on b-half of the Opium karmer, 
sod Mr Dednye defended the accuced, 
The defendaut was one of five men charged 
With o similar cffonce. - This is o test case, 
ia which not only tho other four defen- 
dants were interested, but upwards of one 
hundred keepers of smoking “divans.” 
It-was interesting as likely to shew to what 
extent the Opium Farmer bad power to 
control-the mle of «pinm—the opium the 
defendant was charged with selling being

ly nnd aylely to levy a tax. Hongkong was 
at first declared a free port,—and to rainoa 
revenue taxes were levied on snuff and 
tobacco. It was just as much a meanaof 
raising a tax now as then, When a tox 
had once been paid on any article it was 
free. “Jf,” snid the léarned counsel, “1 go 
tothe Opiup Farmer ond buy a tael of 
oplum, I can do anything 1 like with it 
except retail it, T-con smoke-it and sell 
the ashes, and the Government has no 
‘sight to ask. me te pay the tax again.”
